The second issue of the “Altona Muni- 
cipal Quarterly” is to be issued in the 
middle of next month—August. The first 
issue was delivered to residents last week. 


Cr. H. W. Lee said at 


last Tuesday night’s coun- 


cil meeting that the date of issue of the second 
quarterly had been brought forward for purely econ- 


omical reasons, 


He said it would replace the 
rather expensive annual re. 
port issued last year to all 
Yatepayers, The report was 
considerd the best way of con. 
veying the year’s activities to 
the people, 

Cr, Lee recommended to 
council that the quarterly re- 
ports be issued in accord with 
the council year—one each in 
November, February, May and 
August. The August edition 
to contain each councillors re- 
port on his aetivities within 


his portfolio for the year and 
a report from each council de- 
partment such as the Engl- 
neer’s and Health Depart. 
ments, etc, 

On the motion of Cr. A. J, 
Fisher, seconded by Cr. G. 
den Dulk, council agreed to 
issue the quarterlies during 
the months recommended by 
Cr, Lee. 

Regarding the first issue Cr, 
Lee said he. knows. it will be 
criticised and in fact would 
criticise it himself. “Several

Problenis arose regarding 
news which had been ear- 
marked for the quarterly—it 
can become stale and out of 
date, Cr, Lee said it would 
be argued “why bother’. But 
he maintains that local news- 
papers, indeed, no newspapers, 
cover the entire area of the 
Shire, : 


He said experience with the 
first quarterly has shown ‘as- 
sistance is needed to co.ordin- 
ate matters and he said any 
councillors who can do this 
needs more time than he has 
avallable, Regarding any critic 
ism of him as editor and that 
he wouwd use this position to 
the detriment of certain coun- 
cillors, Cr, Lee contended the 
quarterly would be completely 
neutral on politics and per- 
sonalities would be disregar- 
ded.

CHARGED WITH 
ATTEMPTED ARSON 


Following two fires near a bungalow in Altona 
North, a West Newport resident has been charged 
with attempted arson and will appear for trial before 
the Court of General Sessions. 


At Williamstown Court last 
week Joseph Wilkinson, 38 
years, of Monteith Street, 
West Newport, was charged 
with setting fire to a shirt 
against a building in such cir- 
cumstances that if the build- 
ing caught alight the offence 
would amount to a felony. Af- 
ter hearing evidence the Jus- 
tices remanded Wilkinson to 
appear before the Court of 
General Sessions. 


In Williamstown Court it 
was alleged that two fires were 
set near a bungalow on the 
property of Charles Camilleri, 
of Blackshaws Road, Altona 
North, 


Camilleri’s niece, Carmel 
Chircop, resides in the bunga- 
low with her husband. 


She told the Court she left 
the bungalow at 6 p.m. on 
May 7 and on arriving home 
at 10 p.m. found the police 
there, 

First person to notice a fire 
was Bernard Patrick Hayes, of 
Jeffrey Avenue. He testified 
that at approximately 9.15 p.m. 
he and a neighbour put out 4 
fire in some rubbish and boxes 
heaped near a wall, 


Half an hour latey Antonia 
Di Mauro assisted in extingu- 
ishing a fire from a petrol or 
kerosene soaked shirt. 


Di Mauro told the Court he 
saw a Holden which had been 
parked outside Camilleri's 
place, being drived slowly 
away, 

Vinko Levanic also saw the 
car and recognised the driver 
as Joseph Wilkinson. 

Detective Stevens gave evi- 
dence of interviewing Wilkin- 
son on May 10. 

In answer to questions, Kil. 
kinson said he and Camilleri 
are brothers-inlaw but are 
not on friendly terms, 

Six months ago Camiller! 
gave him a cigarette lighter 
which was later taken from 
his place. 

The detective told defend- 
ent that a cigarette lighter and 


‘shirt which Wilkinson admit. 


ted came from his house were 
found at the scene of the fire, 

When he asked Wilkinson 
“Do you state that you did 
not light these fires?” he re- 
plied, ‘There is no reason for 
me to light the fires, and if 1 
say that I lit them they might 
say I am mental.”

3. How can Council justify 
shifting the No, 1 Instrument 
from the Civic Office site when 
it show a range of results 
from 0.01 to 0.29 milligrams 
per cubic meter? A result 
with a much higher range 
than No. 2 Instrument. 

4. How can it be concluded 
that No, 1 Instrument has 
served a useful purpose for 
comparison ? : 

With all due respects, I 
would say that somebody has 
printed a decimal point in the 
wrong place for the ‘No, 2 In- 
strument, 

If such is the case, the 
Councillor responsible for this 
issue probably did not check 
the report before its distribu- 
tion and the Council Public
